tion you about leaving those 
peanuts piled up without air 
movement while they are 
wet or green.

Corporation at Dothan, 


Alabama to be held Fri- 


day, September 25, at 2:00 
P,M, Governor Wallace 
will be accompanied by 
Gen. W, E, Todd, assistant 
director, State Planning 
and Industrial Development 
Board, 

The United Chemical 
Corporation was organized 
and is owned by Alabama 
farmers for the purpose of 
producing nitrogen fertili- 
zers. According to Mr. 
F, O, Majors, president of 
the corporation and chair- 
man of the board, a great 
Savings will accrue to the 
farmers of Alabama by 
having much needed ferti- 
lizers available locally, 
thus eliminating the heavy 
freight charges presently 
incurred. Each stockholder 
will have preferred pa- 
tronage rights to the output 
of the plant based on the 
amount of stock owned. 

The United Chemical 
Corporation will also bene- 
fit the stockholders by hay- 
ing field agents who will 
work with the farmer- 
stockholder to determine 
for each the specific pro- 
duct suited to his needs 
through laboratory tests of 
the soil, The company ob- 
jective is to assist the 
stockholder in selecting the 
proper fertilizer andtoar- 
range delivery as conven- 
iently and economically as 
possible by railroad, 
transport truck or river, 

The plant site is a 235- 
acre tract of land, 4 1/2 
miles west of Headland, 
Alabama on State High- 
way #134. When United 
Chemical Corporation is 
in full production, it will 
give employment to more 
than 100 people and main- 
tain an annual payroll in 
excess of $1,000,000. It is 
estimated that the output 
will be approximately

QUACKS 
Health quacks promise 
quick cures for every di- 
sease known; and in so do- 
ing, they take millions of 
dollars from gullible pa- 

tients every year. 
The quack’s promises, 
curealls and gadgets areas 
phoney as a fixed gambling 


wheel, Although Healthy 
people usually . ignore 
quacks, sick people may 


grasp at anything that of- 
fers a quick cure. 
Beware of anyone who 
offers a quick or easy cure. 
Watch out for the person 
with a socalled secret for- 
mula or machine that he 
claims can cure diseases. 
The quack also often claims 
that his treatment is better 
than surgery, x-rays, or 
drugs. He often advertises, 
using testimonials from al- 
leged former patients. 
The quack may make 
public demands for medi- 
cal investigation and re- 
cognition of his methods. 
He may attack other doc- 
tors, claiming that medi- 
cal men are persecuting

She began “‘baby sitting’’ 
for a young working couple, 
The wages she earned were 
repoi2d for social se- 
curity purposes, 

At her age, she needed 
only a year and one-half 
of work to qualify for social 
security benefits, She com- 
pleted this requirement in 
December 1963 and is now 
receiving a social security 
check of $40 each month, 
She readily admits that she 
was fortunate that her em- 
ployer knew to report her 
wages as a ‘‘householdem- 
ployee,’” 

Unfortunately, not all 
people understand this part 
of the law and some fail 
to report the cash wages 
they pay to their household 
workers, 

Mr, Scott points out that 
if you pay your “‘household 
employee’’ (babysitter, 
maid, cook, etc.) as much 
as $50 cash during a calen- 
dar quarter, you are re- 
quired to file a quarterly 
tax report of these wages 
with Internal Revenue. Itis 
not necessary that the em- 
ployee work regularly or 
full time. Even cash wages 
of $4 a week total morethan 
$50 a quarter, and thus 
meet the test.
